Weymouth P*y« Tribute to 500 De- 
parted Heroes. 

There is a sameness In the observance 
of Memorial Day year after year anil yet 
the “Old, Old Story Is Ever New" and 
while In many respects the story of this 
year may not differ very much from that 
of other years It Is not less significant nor 
freighted with less deep feeling of rever- 
ence for the Fallen Brave.

Visiting Nurses. 

A movement has been started to estab- 
lish a district nurse in the Weymouths. 
Nearly all the towns In ibis part of Mass, 
have one or more district nurses. Abing- 
ton has just perfected an organization 
and has a district nurse at work, and her 
salary pledged, ltocklaud has an euthus* 
iastic. organization, with a nurse doing 
splendid work. Wliitmau has had a nurse 
for several years Brockton has three 
district nurses. Braiutree has a nurse 
aud a very successful organization behind 
her. The idea of visiting nurses, Is not a 
new oue. The (lrst experiment was made 
by William Rathbone in England in 1859. 
Sluce that time, it has extended to practi- 
cally all English speaking countries aud 
with certain modifications, of other coun- 
tries. in the beginning visiting nursing 
w as confined to the iudigent sick With 
the developemeut of visiting nurse work, 
however, it was realized that its value, 
would be even greater for the masses of 
the population including those not belong- 
ing to the dependent classes. While It 
now seems necessary in most places to 
depend upon contributions, for the salar- 
ies of the visitiug uurses, the Ideal to 
work for is a self supporting visiting 
nurse, lu most towus, an arrangement 
is made, to comblue with the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co. which provides 
nurses for its policy holders. All that 
Weymouth needs is the Get-Together- 
Spirit, to make this movement a success.

Hands Clas p Acros s the Ocean 

Our Own Weymouth and Weymouth, 
England, Join in Celebration 
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H. A. Huxtahle, Town Clekk, Weymouth, England 


This is the week In which we join Wey- 
mouth, England, in the celebration of a 
hi.- torlc event which gives the name which 
we have borne for nearly three hundred 
years ana which we can hand down to 
posterity with a good degree of pride. 

In June 1G28 there embarked from 
Weymouth, England, the ship Abigail 
which brought to these shores John Eudi- 
cott, who became the first Governor of 
Massachusetts Bay Colony and many 
people who joiued those w ho landed here 
In 1C23 and began the settlement of a ter- 
ritory which became Weymouth aud in 
1G35 was incorporated as a town by that 
name aud the territory lias remained the 
same to this day. While we say “I lie 
same” we would uot say that our Wey- 
mouth has not grown. It lias kept pac<* 
with the times, is no longer a sparcely 
settled wilderness but auy up-to-date town 
teeming with beautiful villages, elegaut 
homes, churches, schools, steam and elec- 
tric roads, w ater system, gas aud electric 
light plants, sin" '■ front and inland scen- 
ery unrivalled for beauty on the Atlantic 
coast. So much for our Weymouth aud 
now we turn to tlie Weymouth of Eng- 
land and give some data for which we are 
Indebted to the Town Clerk II. G. llux* 
talile whose picture accompanies this 
article. 

“The history of Weymouth can be 
traced back to the days of Druidical altars 
aud Phoenician pottery making, but it may 
more properly be said to have begun with 
tlie Roman times, dlstiuet evidences of 
which are to be found iu the town and 
neighborhood, notably at Preston, a mile 
away, where there are the remains of a 
Roman Villa. Since that time Weymouth 
has witnessed many stirring, tragical aud 
intensely Interesting incidents. 

In 1319, it first sent members to Parlia- 
ment, aud 28 years later it sent 20 ships 
to join the fleet which sailed to besiege 
Calais. Iu 1340 Edward III., the hero < f 
Cressey, lauded at Weymouth on his way 
to London to persuade, threaten or cajole 


a reluctant Parliament Into granting fur- 
ther aupplies for the contiuuauce of the 
French wars. 

“1588 was a stirring year for Weymouth 
as It was Indeed for the whole of England 

for the English ships were being mustered 
to give battle to the Spanish Armada.

most curtailed account of the part Wey- 
mouth has played in history would, how- 
ever, tie incomplete without some men- 
tion of George III, who, after Ills long Ill- 
ness, took up Ills residence here at Glou- 
cester Lodge, where now stands tlie Glott- 
i coster hotel and the County Club. 

“Enn rging from the railway station In 
i King street, the first view of Weymouth 
is truly enchanting and standing by the 
Imposing Jubilee clock on the Esplanade, 
the glories of the bay are suddenly re- 
vealed. To the left curves a mile or so of 
well kept esplanade, which Is succeeded 
by the undulating cliffs of Weymouth Bay ; 
to the right the Esplanade continues as 
far as the l’ler, and the view is termin- 
ated by tlie bluff projection of tlie Nothe, 
which is crowned by one of the most 
formidable forts of the Chaunell coast. 

“But this picture may again be suddenly 
changed, as if by a magic stroke of 
cinematography. The blue waters of 
Weymouth Bay are uot only fluttering 
with the white wings of Innumerable sail- 
ing craft, but In the hack-ground are the 
grim looking grey hulls of a great fleet of 
Dreadnoughts that have stoleu silently In 
for anchorage, as they did when Ills 
Majesty, tlx- King, inspected the mighty 
British Armada iu Weymouth Bay In 1912. 
Such briefly is our first view of Weymouth 
from the front; and many a coast resort 
of no little popularity has little more, If as 
much, to show Its visitors. But here 111 
Weymouth, we are within reach of many 
a feast for the eye, unique iu character, 
and of absorbing Interest. 

“[Educational Facilities.] These are 
excellent. Weymouth College enjoys a 
high reputation, preparing boys for the 
army and navy, and for the Universities. 
Among others inav be mentioned Wey- 
mouth High school premises, consisting 
of two good houses adjoining and inter- 
I communicating, are beautifully situated 
two minutes walk from the sea aud have 
bright and well-ventilated class rooms aud 
bedrooms aud large dining ball.

SOME STATISTICS ON LABOR 

Bay State Getting Large Number ot 

Unskilled People and Some With No 

Occupation, Though Textile Centret 

Get Large Proportion of Allens— 

Harvard Man 8poila Charter Plans 

No more care was ever spent in 
preparing legislation than has been 
spent upon the constitutional amend- 
ment to provide for a low tax rate 
upon securities such as stocks and 
bands and evidences of Indebtedness. 
And yet a great deal of doubt Is ex- 
pressed by the friends of the meas- 
ure about its going through the 
house. That la where Its real op- 
position lies on account of the fact 
that it takes a two-thirds majority to 
send it through. 

Governor Walsh says that the 
amendment, which has been worked 
out through conferences between him- 
self, the tax department and the 
members of the committee on taxa- 
tion Is us well considered a resolve ns 
he ever saw and hardly less import- 
ant than the railroad legislation. 

By sharply limiting the power ot 
the legislature to placing rates upon 
two classes of personal property It Is 
a protective measure. At the same 
time it is elastic enough to give a 
chance for liberal legislation which 
shall not drive property away from 
Massachusetts to any one of the New 
England states where there are more 
liberal tax laws. 

All this week the governor has been 
in conference with friends in the 
house. But the opposition of Martin 
ljomnsney still continues. If the 
measure Is defeated the governor’s 
plan for a constitutional convention 
is sure to. receive added support as a 
tax measure. 

Textile Workers Come Here 

The continued importance of Mas- 
sachusetts as a textile manufacturing 
state is shown by the current report 
of the bureau of statistics, wherein it 
appears that over two-tlfths, or 43.5 
percent of the textile workers coming 
to this country, chose this state as 
their destination, while 27.fi percent 
of the weavers and spinners coming 
into the country were also cn their 
way here. 

This does not mean, however, that 
Massachusetts is getting a very large 
proportion of skilled workmen. Only 
8.1 percent of the skilled workmen 
admitted to the United States came 
last year to Massachusetts. The oc- 
cupations showing the largest num- 
bers were tailors, 1(182; shoemakers, 
1285; carpenters and joiners, 1221, 
and weavers and spinners, 1079. 

The story told by the above figures 
seems to be that except for the mat- 
ter of textiles this state is not being 
made subject to an extraordinary in- 
vasion or labor of any class. 

It Is of interest to observe the 
rather large number of negro aliens 
coming to Massachusetts. There 
were 739 in 1909, 937 in 1910, 1341 In

During the past twenty years there 
has been considerable variation li- 
the total number of immigrants to 
the country and to the stute. The 
number did not exceed 343, 2G7 for the 
whole country during any one of the 
years from 1894 to 1S99. In 1900 the 
number ndmitted was 448,572 and 
from year to year thereafter, with 
I the exception of 19(N, a increased by 
large additions until 1907, when there 
were 1,285,349 admitted. Tills was 
a record year for both country and 
stnte. 

In 1908 the number admitted to the 
United States decreased by ovei 
500,000 ns compared with 1907, and 
1909 showed even a smaller total than 
1908. In 1909 the number Increased 
to 1,041,570. This fell to S7S.578 in 
1911 and to 838,172 in 1912. In 1913 
It increased to 1,197,182, or to a to- 
tal ot only about 88,000 less than the 
record of 1907. 

Massachusetts received 85.5S3 in 
1907 and 108,074 in 1913. 

The Massachusetts story for the fig- 
ures quoted above seem to indicate 
that while Massachusetts textiles are 
getting an enormous percentage oi 
the laimr coming to this country, the 
state is also getting an uncomfortably 
large number of unskilled people and 
people with no occupation at all. 

And all of tills has a part in ex- 
plaining why there are radical and 
socialistic measures in abundance and 
more petitions every year for all kinds 
of reliel than ever before. 

"Spilled the Beans” 

Colonel Jereniith Desmond, chief 
r>t scouts tor the Boston charter asso- 
ciation. says that Professor William 
B. Munro of Harvard spiled the 
beans when he talked the i ther day 
at the state house on business ad- 
ministration for cities. 

The professor favors the Newport 
plan of city council which has at- 
large and districts features. But by 
skiltul questioning on the part of one 
of the Packers of the Lomasney dis- 
trict charter bill for B> ston he w as 
made to ai ear as favoring a district 
oil for Boston.

Professor Munro thus became a 
storm centre In the ensuing debates 
upon the charter hill. It was very 
distressing because lie Is a member 
of the charter association and was 
very much nxnlnst the passnge of the 
Lomasney bill. 

The bill Is being supported by some 
pretty fair comment among a lot of 
propie who have not cared to become 
Involved In the controversy. A lot of 
people have wondered at the suc-- 
cesss of the ward 8 leader with his 
hill, and this is one strong reason. 

Spoiled the Resolve 

The municipal Ice and coal bill met 
with an untimely end after Walter 
McLane’s amendment had been placed 
upon It In the senate. At the time 
when the Mcl^ane amendment went 
on the resolve it certainly looked as 
ir the cities and the towns of the stnte 
were going to he given the right to 
open up ice houses and coal yards. 

Then the amendment aAded to the 
list groceries, meats, vegetables, hay 
and grain, dry goods and clothing. 
Thts menns that the municipality 
would be given the general right to 
go into any mercantile business. 

Why Tax la Large 

When peoide ask why the state tax 
is so large and growing larger the an- 
swer should be given that the state 
expenditures have tripled since the 
state tnx begnn to grow, and the stnte 
revenues have not increased suffi- 
ciently to meet the Increase. There- 
fore it must bo raised from taxation. 

In 1908 the costs of running the de- 
partments were $ 6, 700, 000. Last 
year they were over $17,000,000. The 
inheritance tax yields about $2,600,- 
000 or revenue, and about $1,600,000 
more than the collateral legacy tax, 
which is now part of the inheritance 
tax. 

These big expenses are making the 
taxation situation a sharp issue in the 
legislature. 

Other Reasons 

Fifteen years ago a man paid a tnx 
of $10 or $15 a thousand on his prop- 
erty. That was too high upon securi- 
ties yielding 4 percent. But now he 
pays $20 and as high at $25. Wake- 
field this year will have a tax rate of 
$25 a thousand, it is said. 

What makes the expenses so high? 

First, it Is the same thing generally 
that makes the cost of living high, a 
cheapening standard of value, due to 
Increased production of gold. 

Secondly, It is piling upo# the state 
undreamed functions in administra- 
tion. Under the second head come 
multiplication of hoards, increased in- 
spection, pensions for everybody, su- 
pervision of everything. • 

This is the true analysis of the 
coming state tax of $11,000,000, 
against $1,500,000 in 1S98. 

Cole Going Slow 

Charles H. Cole, the new adjutant 
general, is not going out for a whirl- 
wind record in his new office. He 
says he didn’t want to take it and 
doesn't want to stay in it any longer 
than he can help. He accepted the 
place only niter a great deal of urg- 
ing from Governor Wnlsh and a sort 
of promise of relief in the near future. 

Colonel Cole is acceptable to all 
of the militia. His executive ability 
nnd pleasant manners make the ap- 
pointment a very desirable one. His 
first task is to get the militia in touch 
with the war department. 

Ward Unimaginative 

Senator Ward of liuckland Is not 
getting excited over hiB boom for state 
treasurer. He has a first rate record 
ns senate chairman of the ways and 
means committee and, if inclined, 
could undoubtedly get the Republican 
nomination for treasurer, inasmuch 
as former Stnte Treasurer Stevens 
would support him. 

But Senator Ward has the reputa- 
tion of being a canny man. That he 
could be elected there Is not much 
doubt. Nevertheless he is canny and 
[daces on the state ticket cost both 
time nnd money these days. But if 
there were to be a l’rogressive in the 
field — well, that might make some 
dillerence. 

Somebody Save Mack 

Somebody ought to save Senator 
Harry Mack of North Adams from the 
members of his own party. Frank 
Horgan refers to him as “the learned 
jurist from the Berkshires” and as 
"the fount of judicial wisdom.” And 
now comes Fisher of Essex and hows 
to the "legal acumen and profound 
scholarly attainments of the senator 
Horn t fie western part of the state." 

Harry is a pretty good “feller.” He 
is sound, kind and obliging and per- 
fectly successful as a senator. This 
Is merely the Republican point of view 
about Harry. If they ever get the 
view expressed by Messrs. Horgan 
anil Fisher , they probably won't send 
him to congress one of these tine 
days. And word comes from Pittsfield 
that that's what some of Harry's 
friends talk of doing. 

Trolley Merger Again 

The trolley merger proposed by 
President Sullivan of the Bay State 
tro ley line and by ex-Mayor Fitz- 
gerald is not one of the things that 
t4ill bear fruit this year. 

Mr. Sullivan's suggestion was made 
for the solution of the whole P eal 
transportation problem, including ser- 
vice and tares. The public service 
commission and the metropolitan af- 
fairs committee are groaning under 
the weight of petitions for 5-cent 
tares. And the Elevated, whose limit 
is 5 cents over its own lines, states 
openly that fares ought to be In- 
creased rather than diminished.

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In onr rrport last, wwk, of the great 
flrn In East Weymonth, at which the 
Town Hall was burned, we stated that It 
was originally built In 1883, and rebuilt 
on Ita later location In Hast Weymouth In 
11*07. 

This statement of the date of the origi- 
nal building ought not to have got away 
with ns as the w rlter has a vivid recollec- 
tion of one of the most brilliant events 
ever held at the old Town Hall, built 
where It was, not because It was a con- 
venient place hut because It was the cen- 
ter of the town. 

The event to which we allude was the 
Oiand Military and Civic or more gener- 
ally called the “Pierce Inaugural Ball," In 
.honor of the inauguration of Franklin 
l’lerce as president, on the 4th of March, 
1853 

The Town Hall held on that night, the 
elite of Weymouth and surrounding towns 
and Lovell Blcktcll Esq. was the chief. 
It was cooked for an all night affair but 
doomed to.uxlfQd Into other days. There 
came up In the tarly part of the night, a 
snow storm ; not a driving blizzard, but a 
still, damp, heavy snow that came fast 
and when daylight dawned, woe be to the 
hors* which attempted to draw a car- 
riage any distance. Many teams became 
atallen on the road ; not a few of the peo- 
ple could not ge^ away and food was sup- 
plied tttem at the building. Among others 
two young -men ‘from East Weymouth had 
two young ladles from Hlngham and sue 
ceeded In getting them as far as East 
Weyipouth but it Was two days before 
travel was opened across High street to 
Hlngham. Not having time to look up 
the records of the building, the Town 
Ilall,. we now, from memory, place It In 
1851 or 1852. 

John Hanley Dead. 

John Hanley dne of Weymouth’s oldest 
and most respected citizens passed away 
Tuesday wt hli home on Grove street East 
Weymouth. Mr. Hanley was born iu 1822 
In County Tipperary Ireland, of an ancient 
and esteemed family. He came to this 
coutitay at the age of fifteen iu 1887, land- 
ing in New York. He found employment 
on the farm of Mr. Tlrrell at East Wey- 
mouth. Afterward he worked at the 
shoemaker’s trade in that part of the town 
and during his active life was Industrous, 
hard working aud frugal. For the past 
few years he has retired from active la- 
bor. He married at East Weymouth, In 
May 1852 Margaret, daughter of Henry 
Cunningham, born November 2 1825 In 
County Tipperary Ireland, died April 13, 
11*08, In East Weymouth. He leaves two 
sons and four daughters, Selectman Henry 
E. of this place, John J. of Mills, Mrs. M. 
T. Crocker, Mrs. Annie Slattery, Miss 
Josle Hanley of East Weymouth and Mrs. 
Daniel Illckev of Hlngham. 

The funeral took place from the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception yesteiday 
morning and was attended by many of the 
friends of the deceased. Hev. Fr. James 
Allison celebrated Mass. The music was 
under the direction of the organist, Miss 
Nellie Noonan. There were many beauti- 
ful floral tributes. 

The bearers were six nephews of the 
deceased, Frank Hanley of Brockton, 
Thomas Maguer, Daniel Magner, John 
Magner and John Cain of Hiugham and 
John W. Hanley of East Weymouth. In- 
terment was in the family lot at St. Fran- 
cis Xavier cemetery.

He knows that If a 
soldier is really brave at that hour lie 
need never fear of Ills becoming a 
coward, as lie Is really a remarkable 
man. 

A well fed man will light better thin 
a half starved man, whether be be 
civilian or soldier. An 1 this is the 
same principle as the so called "12 
o'clock bravery," for the half starved 
man lacks vitality, Just as the average 
man lacks vitality at 2 o'clock in tlie 
morning. 

If you are anxious to know Just how 
brave you are make the test some 
morning at 2, when you hear burglars 
! In your house. If you crawl under the 
bedclothes you are probably quite a 
normal man, but if you rise boldly 
from your bed. grasp the nearest 
weapon and sally fortli to meet the 
robbers you are indeed n brave man 
and should be proud of yourself. 

Any veteran of some great war will 
tell you that tlie most difficult test of 
courage Is to be aroused from ids sleep 
by the shrill blast of bugle and long 
roll of drums and ordered to charge an 
enemy unseen or only dimly seen at 2 
o’clock In the morning. Marching into 
battle under tlie bright sunlight is not 
so difficult, and the seasoned veteran 
enjoys tlie thrill, but even the most 
hardened veteran feels "creepy" nnd 
uneasy turning out at 2 o'clock In tin* 
morning to meet the enemy amid the 
shadows of night, and tills is solely 
because of a natural physical weak- 
ness at that hour nnd has nothing 
whatever to do with that mental weak- 
ness called “cowardice."— New York 
American. 

LIFE ON HOLLAND'S CANALS. 

Where Spring Cleaning Is the Hule All 
the Year Round. 

I think one may see barges and ca- 
nal boats in greater variety tit Rotter- 
dam than anywhere else. One curious 
thing to be noticed as they lie at rest 
hi the canals is the absence of men.

The prediction can now be safely 
made that about all of the extensive 
reorganization plans of Governoi 
Walsh will so over to the next general 
court. 

This does not mean that they are 
found to have no merit, but that the 
pressure of legislative business is so 
great that there Is absolutely no time 
within the next few weeks to deal 
with matters covering a broad field. j 

The governor outlined a gtgantU 
tank. He saw that certain Improve- 
ments could be made in almost every 
branch of the public service. Hut he 
probably did not see the congested 
situation that he would get Into dur- 
ing the early days of June. 

There la Just one thing now that 
Is keeping the legislature In session. ! 
It Ip the 1 allroad nuestlon. Without 
that we should see plans for proroga- 
tion within a week, and almost all 
matters would be rushed or thrown 
away. 

There will be a paid Insanity board 
of three experts. That Is the most 
promising matter out of the proposed 
reorganization of all the state Institu- 
tions commissions. 

There will lie ’educed salaries and 
Tull time icquiroments for the public 
service commission and the dock 
board. 

Maybe the proposed changes in the 
state loam of health will get by this 
year. 

The department of adjutant general 
has lH»en dealt with by the law which 
gave the governor the right to ap- 
point Colonel Cole. 

It Is ’decidedly a debatable matter 
whether or not the railroad bill in 
the form proposed hv the governor’s 
message Is enacted into law. 

The Railroad Features 

The essential feature of the railroad 
legislation Is the abolition of the 
Hoston 1 tail road Holding company. 
This was created in 1909 as a result 
or the pl.xj suggested by the late 
Governor Drnper for bringing the Dil- 
lard majority holdings of lioBton and 
Maine stock. 

The stock of the Boston Railroad 
Holding company never was saleable. 
It was all acquired by the New Ha- 
ven, who thus controls the holding 
company that controls the Boston and 
Maine. 

The adjustment plan proposed by 
agreement between the New Haven 
and the department of Justice is that 
the live Uqndators shall acquire by 
act of the legislature the stock of the 
holding company and the stock of the 
boston and Maine. 

Robert Washburn proposed that 
they shall acquire merely the stock 
of the holding company and thus take 
the place now occupied by the New 
Haven . 

This point Involves the right of the 
commonwealth to acquire the stock 
of the Boston and Maine.* Under the 
adjustment plan those rights are to 
he ultimately lost, otherwise it would 
be lmposMl^e for the liquidators ever 
to give a clear title under a decree ot 
the United States court. Under the 
Washburn plan the sale would he 
made subject to the same rights that 
the commonwealth now has of buy- 
ing and having the price fixed in 
court. 

Now the controversy which opened 
up Monday with the appearance ot 
ITesident Klllott of the New Haven be- 
fore the railroad committee centres 
about these few essentials. 

The govenor says that failure on 
the part o' the legislature to proceed 
along the plan of adjustment (rill 
bring about a financial tangle for 
which the legislature will he re- 
sponsible. 

But the signs arc growing plain 
that there Is to be a strofig movement 
counter to th# adjustment plan, and 
It Is Just tills other movement that 
promises to make the present legisla- 
tive session a pretty long one. 

No Vacation? 

Governor W alsh says that he Is de- 
termined to have some .aoation l>e- 
lo re he starts his campaign for next 
year. He hug indeed worked very 
hard and is entitled to it. But the 
booming of the first guns Is already 
being heard from political gatherings. 
And a July session of fh<- legislature 
means that the fall campaign will 
ptesently he fought out up there. 

The governor and his friends are 
pretty confident that he can be re- 
elected end they • xpect that the Ke- 
rublicans will be tied up In hard 
knots ever the campaigns of ex-Rep- 
resentntive Samuel W. McCall and 
Chares S. Biru. As things go It 
Io< ks as If that expectation were to 
bo justified. 

All along down the line prepara- 
tions are being made U r the fall elec- 
tions. The caiupa'.en will start early 
t nd it will be a ‘•h. -p one.

W lilte ought to make a valuable 
man In the senate. He has had sev- 
eral years of hard experience ns 
chairman of the house committee on 
ways and means ar.d Is a very level- 
headed legislator. Mcl^ane Is not a 
worrier. He probably can be re-elect- 
ed to the senate ns many times ns ho 
chooses. And lie has already an- 
nounced that he chooses to come 
back Tor at least one more term. 

Taxation on Rampage 

The committee on taxation has 
been necused of going on a regular 
rampage during the Inst few days ol 
Its business meetings. Three bills 
nre sailing along In the bouse under 
the guidance of the mnjorlty member- 
ship of the committee that send cold 
chills down the backs of those who 
are having troubles with the tax sit- 
uation. 

One Is the compulsory return hill. 
Another Is the deceased estates bill. 

A third is the valuation bill. 

Under the first bill a man who does 
not file a true list or bis property over \ 
1200(1 may be penalized from $10 to 
95000 for each offense In addition to 
the penalties alrendy provided. 

By the terms of the second bill 
■whenever the tax commissioner finds 
that an estate has more property in | 
It than has been assessed he has the 
right to multiply the estate by three. ; 
levy the prevailing tax upon that and 
deduct the sums that have been paid 
In taxes. 

Under the third bill the tax com- 
missioner is given the right to revalue 
the assessment placed upon the prop- 
erty of any person. 

Other Tax Bills 

There is a lit'" sized dissenting vote 
to these three committee reports 
which as this time are being severely 
criticised. 

Under the present taxation system 
they are very likely the throe most 
oppressive laws that could he re- 
ported . 

The constitutional amendment al- 
lowing a low tax rate on Intangible 
securities showed its strength in the 
senate, but it is being hard fought in 
the bouse, where substitute amend- 
ments providing for the imposition ot 
the Income tax are prepared. 

The bill providing for a two-yeai 
period instead or a one-year perio I 
within which collectors may make 
tax sales is a law. 

Burbank Court Bill 

The senate committee on rules has 
not looked with friendly eye upon tUe 
Judicature commission resolve asked 
for by Senator Burbank, who wants 
the rules suspended for its admission. 

It Is n little too bad that the re- ; 
solve was not presented at the first ol 1 
the year when the discussion was ripe 
upon the matter of procedure. Then 
Sherman Whipple and ex-Prosld< nt 
Tnlt were engaged In a sort of lengthy 
debate as to what reforms ought to lie j 
had to make justice more just. 

But pressure of other things has put 
that aside Just now and it is hard to 
get consideration for the Burbank 
measure. The senator himself, how- 
ever. feels that an Investigation by 
a commission to be appointed by the 
governor and a report made elthet 
next year or the year after would 
have a most beneficial effect In lend- 
ing to court reform legislation. 

Lomasney's Personal Side 

Most people do not know much 
about the personal side of Martin I*o- 
masney. He Is probably the most 
cartooned man in the municipal poli- 
tics of any American city, and yet few 1 
cartoons do more than express the 
public situation in the midst of which ! 
the ward X loader happens to be a 
central figure. 

If somebody should show that he 
was sentimental there would he a 
shriek. And yet he is sentimental. 
Many people do know that he Is 
charitable, and yet he cannot he ac- 
cused of being liberal. 

The new discovery Is that I»mas- 
n> y is a Judire of fine horses and i« 
more fond of driving horses than ot 
any out of doors pastime. While oth- 
er men prominent in public life have 
bought touring cars I/imnsney hag hl- 
horse and buggy. He is as sharp on 
a horse trade as he is on a real estate 
deal and his judgment Is often ap- 
pealed to on one as well as on the 
1 , ther. 

Corrupt Practices 

Now that everybody seems to tip In 
favor of a new bill to stop corrupt 
practicF it Is discovered that hard!) 
any two people agree upon just what 
should lie in the bill. 

That has been the history with most 
of the corrupt practices bills. About 
all of the corrupt practices law Is 
faulty and little of It Is effective In 
the si nse that it shows the voter Just 
how political finances are being car- 
ried on. 

Today, however, the practice is 
uniform of filing election reports. 
Formerly only the wisest politicians 
did It. The reformers seldom did so. 
The novices who are a kind of re- 
former never did so. Today the most 
acccurate reports of collections and 
expendltun s are probably filed by the 
wis>-st politicians. The most Inac- 
curate are filed by the others. 

It is pretty late in the session for a 
new hill on corrupt practices when 
one considers how drastic a law might 
be passed and how hard it would b 
to make It wt Dai de. But within ; 
itort time a drastic bill is promised

And a Financial Deal That Had a 
Curious Climax. 

AN EXPERIMENT IN SAVING.

It Looked «■ Though the Plan Pro- 
posed by Papa Wa* Doomed to Fail- 
ure, but the Little LasriB Had a Big 
Surprise For Her Fond Parent. 

It Is not necessary to mention !>er 
name, but It Is of Interest to note that 
she Is the daughter of one of "the first 1 
families of Virginia.** nnd one charac- 
teristic of these same first families Ls 
apt to be an utter carelessness of that 
which pays for your dally broad and 
mine nnd which keeps 11 s all out of the : 
poorhouse— money. 

She was Just rising eleven, this little 
maid, two years ago when her father 
first noted her Inch of Interest In things 
financial. Starting ns a barefoot boy 
because of the prodigality of his prog- 
enitors, he had drifted north, worked 
for a scant living nt whatever he could 
get to do. developed nn nblllty, studied, 
worked and climbed until at last he 
found himself a success nnd was able 
to spend about $10,000 a year for the 
maintenance of himself and the wife 
and child he had accumulated. Then 
said the wise papa to himself, remem 
berlng his days of poverty and stress. 
“I must tench her to save." 

□o tried several plana, all of which 
failed to have any good effect Just a 
year ago he hit upon a scheme which 
seemed to have merit 
•'Here, Boots," he said, “I want to 
make a proi>osltlon to you. This Is 
whut I proi»ose: I will give you a brand 
new dollar bill every Bnturdny night 
and I will write the date tii»on each 
ono. At the end of the year I want 
you to show me how many of those 
actual dollar bills you hnve, nnd for 
every one you can show me I will give 
you two. Do you tbluk you can make 
money that way?" 

The child thought she could and re- 
pented the conditions ns well ns her 
mind grasped them, but her father 
thought she did not get them ac- 
curately. 

"Wait," lie said; "I’ll write It out so 
that there ennnot be any error.” 

So lie wrote: 

"I will give you a new one dollar 
bill every Saturday night I will write 
the date on each ono as I give it to 
you. For every such bill that you can 
show* me ut the end of the yenr I will 
give you two others.*’ Then ho sign- 
ed it 

There was a dearth of childish funds 
for awhile In that household nnd not 
a few efforts on the pnrt of the daugh- 
ter to extort money from her mother, 
who was wise and refused nccommo- 
dntioa But some way, It did not 
then transpire how, the little girl dug 
herself out of penury and Into com- 
parative affluence and thnt without 
meaning to exercise guile. She seem- 
ed to have money In her purse nnd 
was quite able to hold up her end nt 
tho soda fountain or wherever else 
her little friends gathered, and her 
parents, who said nothing at nil about 
it to her, wondered and speculated, 
finally agreeing tbat Boots was spend- 
ing at least n large part of her allow- 
ance.

CLEVER WITH HIS FISTS. 

John Paul Jones In a Fight Was ae 
Quick as Chain Lightning. 

Tin* exploits or John Paul Jones, the 
fiiti'ous commodore, have for many 
jenrs formed InterestiiiK rending for 
tiuiiiK and old students of history, and 
i volume Issued by M. MncDermot 
< "raw ford, under the title "The Sailor 
’ • Iioin Knirlnittl Feared," adds much 
that is worthy of note. The hero of the 
book is thus desert I ied In its panes: 

"Though <>f low stature and slender 
build, his neck, arms and shoulders 
were those of a heavy set. mail. Ills 
neck was out of proportion to the rest 
of him. The strength of bis arms and 
shoulders could scarcely be believed, 
and lie bad equal use of both hands, 
even to writing with the left ns well as 
tlie right hand. 

"He was past master in the art of 
boxing, and though there were many 
hard nuts to crack in the various crews 
lie commanded, no one ever doubted 
that tin* commodore was the best man 
aboard. To all lids lie added a quick- 
ness of motion that cannot ho describ- 
ed except by saying that be was quick- 
er than chain lightning. When roused 
be would strike more blows and do 
more damage in a second than any oth- 
er man could do in a minute.

In some respects the conditions change 
for the worse. The growth of com- 
merce increases the number of ships 
which traverse the seas. Every year 
the water highways are more fully oc- 
cupied, and the tendency Is toward a 
higher average speed. Nothing can be 
seen through a dense fog. Nothing can 
be heard with sutllclent distinctness 
and certainty as to distance and direc- 
tion to meet the demands of safety. 
The best fog signals in use repeatedly 
fall to avert terrible disasters.— Cleve- 
land Leader.

ON THE FARM

Some people think that the drv cow 
needs no rare, but those that make the 
heat records have the best care daring 
their period of rest. 

Every year vegetable crops are much In- 
jured by being sow n too thickly ami per- 
haps it Is hardly too much to nillrm that 
most gardeners would he the gainers were 
only half the seed sown that there is now. 

Corn, being a cultivated or hoed crop, 
serves well to dean the land — t hat is free 
it from weeds, so fitting It for grain grow- 
ing and putting it Into shape to seed dow n 
to grass or hay. 

A higher standard of living is possible 
to the man in the country. He can build 
a house for the price of two or three 
years’ rent iu the city. He can have fresh 
vegetables and fresh meat and fresh eggs 
on the farm that make the canned and 
cold storage products of the city a dis- 
agreeable memory. 

It is very Important to start right and 
begin the fiock with birds which are free 
from contagion and parasites, and to put 
such birds upon ground which Is likewise 
free from these causes of disease. 

In autumn cut off the currant tw igs of 
the grow th of the year and stick them 
down la any protected place. They will 
become rooted and may be transplanted In 
the uext spring, or later. Is there is any 
better breakfast relish, and any more 
healthful disli than that of currants and 
cream. 

If properly cared for, ducklings are 
easily raised, and should be full grown nl 
twelve weeks. Their care differs from 
tqat of chickens, atid the first principles 
of duck culture should be learned before 
the hatch is due. If brooders are used, 
be careful not to over heat them. Also 
keep brooders very clean with fresh straw 
iu plenty — they must have dry sleeping 
quarters. 

There are many signs that this is to he a 
great agricultural year, and there is 
nothing ttat can check a trade revival 
that has as its basis §10,000,000,000 of 
new wealth dug out of t he earth in a sin- 
gle season. That is the prospect that lies 
before t he business men of the country.— 
Agricultural Report. 

Secretary’IIouston is justified in saying 
that our farming lias not yet gol entirely 
beyond the pioneer stage, but it does not 
follow that the fanners have been foolish 
or unenterprising, or that they are failing 
to adapt themselves to changing condi- 
tions. As the entire couutry passes be- 
yond the pioneer stage, farming goes 
along w ill) it. 

The reason why treuclilng improves 
plants is that it breaks up the hard sub- 
soil and supplies good feeding soil below. 
At the bottom of the trench should he 
pl’aced strong manure, this covered with 
good soil, and layer ufter layer built up 
soil and manure till the trench Is full. 
Try a row of blackberries in soil of this 
kind aud you will find they w ill yield in a 
maimer to astonish you. 

Every good man loves Ids horses, and 
every horse ow ner w ill bet that his horses 
can pull more und run faster than any 
other horses iu the neighborhood. It is 
good to think that way, yet it is poor 
sense to put the belief Into effect, lie- 
cause you have some good aud willing 
hoises is no reason why you should ask 
them to over-exert themselves in work. 
A horse w ill stand up under a lot of saiie 
use, but will quickly go down uuder seuse- 
less abuse. 

Tha hooks, magazines aud trade publi- 
cations which the farmer and his wife 
have today iu abundance aud read care- 
fully are all good. They are all great aids 
iu better farming aud the making of bet- 
ter farm home conditions. They are the 
right kind of reading matter iu the hands 
of the right kind of people at the right 
time aud iu the right place. They are an 
important part of the farm aud farm home 
running equipment. They are also a 
means of extensive general education aud 
pleasaut diversion from actual duties and 
bard work. 

What is most ueeded iu the caie of 
work animals is to make their work a> 
regular as possible. The horse is a iuus* 
cular animal, aud upou the slreuglh of 
hi» muscles depends his efficiency. The 
] way to keep the fiesb round aud the mu.— 
i cles hard and strong is to give tiie horses 
feed for energy and muscle-building, aud 
I to give them some exercise in the form of 
work as nearly as possible every day of 
the year, with no day’s work too long 
During the busy seasons, when ground 
must be plowed aud crops planted, the 
farmer goes to the fields early iu the 
morning, works hard all day, aud remaius 
iu tiie field till late iu the evening. Tcu 
hours' w ork is enough iu uue day for tiie 
team or the mau who drives it.

THE GOLD TEST. 

Its Use In Diagnosing Diseases of the 
Brain and Nerves. 

Like the weird remedies and tests 
of medicine in the middle ages an 1 
some of the latest means science has 
devised to detect and classify forms 
of insanity and brain affections. Salts 
of gold in solution, drops of spinal 
fluid, bits of the tissue from the cov- 
ering of a normal person's brain and 
various other similar materials nro the 
means employed. 

The gold test. Tor Instance, Is used 
to prove definitely the existence of 
paresis, meningitis and several other 
forms of nervous diseases, though In 
practice It Is list'd mostly as cor- 
roborative proof rather than the only 
prtmf. Solutions of salt of gold of 
carefully graduated strength are put 
Into test tubes, with the weakest so 
lutlotis at one end of the row grad- 
ing up to the strongest at the other 
end. 

Fluid from the spinal column of the 
person who Is being examined Is then 
dropped Into the tubes. The presence 
of certain kinds of brain or nervous 
trouble Is then Indicated by the col- 
ors produced In some of the tubes. 
The particular color produced and the 
strength of the solution that shows 
tiie color strongest give the clew to the 
kind of disease. 

Another peculiar test for certain oth- 
er kinds of brain trouble Is to take a 
drop of blood from the person exam- 
ined and place in It n prepared solu- 
tion from ti tiny particle of brain cov- 
ering of a normal person. Epilepsy 
causes an easily detected reaction on 
the combined solution, while other 
brain disturbances are detected by a 
similar process, using other materials 
In the snug? way.— Saturday Evening 
Post

HOW CAN ONE BE POPOLAR 
AND STILL BE FAIR? 


One ever-recurring situation met by the gas man is brought up by the 
strict manner in which the company must live up to its rule tnat the discount per- 
iod on gas hills shall close on u certain date. Consumers, who because of 
absence from home, sickness, non-receipt of hill, or disputed rates, fail to 
take advantage of the discount, sometimes may feel that the company’s atti- 
tude is to rigorous, llut when one stops to consider the difference between 
a private and a public utility company, understanding our position, lie will 
not feel that we are less friendly and less anxious to please him because wo 
arc firm on this point.

True, the other consumers might pay no more for gas, hut there are many 
ways in which the losses of a public utility company ufiect its patrons. If it 
barely pays expenses and interest, the company cannot give liberal terms and 
free service, for it has to collect from its consumers every little item. If it 
earns more, it can a 1 lord to be more generous in its dealings.

TRAGIC BRAVERY. 

Sublime Act of a Hero Who Went to ■ 
Watery Grave. 

In the chapel at Glcnnlmond school 
in Perthshire. Scotland, there Is a 
marble slab with this stirring story 
recorded upon It: 

There was once In the school a pupil 
named Alexander Cuinino Russell, 
who became an officer In the Seventy- 
fourth highlanders when only a lad of 
seventeen. In connection with tlie 
memorable loss of the Birkenhead he 
won Immortal glory. The troopship 
struck iiixin a rock; the soldiers were 
formed in ranks upon the deck to die; 
the women and children were ttelng 
saved In boats. 

Russell was ordered Into one of the 
bonts to command it, and a little way 
off he watched with dimmed eyes the 
doomed ship. When she went down he 
saw creatures of the deep contending 
for his beloved comrades. Then he 
saw a sailor’s form rise up close to the 
boat and a hand strive to grasp the 
side. 

A woman in the craft called out in 
agony: “Save him! Oh, save him, sir! 
Ho Is my husband," but there was no 
room for another, and the boat was la- 
boring heavily as it was. Russell look- 
ed nt tlie woman and then at her chil- 
dren, then at those beseeching eyes In 
tlie deep, and, rising In tlie stern, be 
plunged Into the water and helped the j 
sailor Into what bad been Ids own 
place. Then amid a chorus of "God 
bless you" from every one In the boat 
the brave young officer turned to meet 
bis death.— Pearson’s Weekly. 

SOME FAMOUS PAINTINGS. 

' 

A Tiny Work of Art and Roia’i Trans- 
formed Harpsichord. 

The smallest painting in tlie world of 
distinctive merit was executed on tliu 
smooth side of a grain of corn by n 
Flemish artist. On this limited surface 
the artist painted in perfect detail a 
mill, a miller with a sack of grain on 
his back, n horse and cart and a group 
of several peasants standing In a road. 

Tlie largest picture ever painted Is 
said to be a panorama of the Mississippi 
river, executed by John lJanvard, an 
artist who died in Watertown, S. D.. In 
1891. The gigantic canvas was twenty- 
two feet high and nearly two miles 
long. It gave a detailed representation 
of 2,000 miles of the Father of Waters. 

Tlie largest of the old masters’ can- 
vases Is Murillo's "Appearance of the 
Christ Child to 8t. Anthony of Padua.” 
Tlie picture is ten feet wide and eight- 
een feet high. 

It Is related that a friend called on 
Salvator Rosa In Florence one day and 
found 1dm playing ou an old hurp- 
slchord. The caller asked the artist j 
why he kept such a worthless Instru- 
ment. 

“Why, It is not worth n scudo!" the 
friend said. 

“I will wager," replied Rosa, "that 
it shall be worth a tliousund before 
you see It again." 

A bet was made. Rosa immediately 
painted a landscape ou the lid that Dot 
only sold for 1,000 scudi, but was uc 
counted u work of great merit

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NEW ENGLAND PIONEERS. 

Unveiling of Endicott Memorial. 

To the memory of Klchard Clark and 
John Eorilcolt, who sailed from Weymouth 
to the Colony of New England In 1588 and 
ir.2s respectively, Mrs Joseph Chamber- 
lain yesterday unveiled a stone column, 
with a bronze medallion and Inscription, 
built on the spot at which the pioneers em- 
barked for America. At the top of the 
column Is a bust of John Endlcott, the first 
Governor of Massachusetts Bay. Mrs. 
Chamberlain Is the only daughter of the 
late Mr. W.C. Endlcott, formerly Secretary 
of War, United States. Mrs. Chamberlain 
was accompanied by Mr. Austin Chamber- 
lain. To meet the distinguished visitors 
civic, naval, and military representatives 
were invited to lunch. 

—The Hon. Louis Cook, of Weymouth 
Uuited States, w ho attended as a represen- 
tative from that city, stated that In nine 
years they would be celebrating their 300th 
anniversary, aud Invited representatives 
from Weymouth In the west to attend. 

Mr. Austin Chamberlain, in replying on 
behalf of Mrs. Chamberlain, said those 
early settlers took with them across the 
seas some of their best blood, and If thev 
bad made some return In latter days they 
hoped the account was uot yet closed and 
that between them and the Motherland 
there might be a constaut and ever-increas- 
ing interchange of thoughts, kindly friend- 
ship and hospitality ; and In the sterner e- 
vents of the world on their side and ours 
they might remember their old kinships 
aud say, with that great American admiral 
when the day of trial came, “Blood Is 
thicker than water." 

Mr. Chamberlaiu referred to a story told 
by the Hon. L. Cook about a famous Endi- 
cott pear tree and said that Mrs. Chamber- 
lain had at home at Highbury a paper kulfe 
cut from that Identical tree, which still 
bore fruit. He could understand the wild- 
ness of the New Euglaud country when 
Eudlcott went there, because Sir William 
Ilarcnurt had told him that when he and 
Lady Harcourt were travelling through a 
God-forsakeu part of the country over 
here she always told him It reminded her 
of home. (Langhter.) 

Mrs. Chamberlain's message to Wey- 
mouth was that she prayed that the coun- 
try which Endlcott helped to found and 
the country which he left behind might 
continue to live at peace. 

Mr. Chamberlain spoke of the pleasure 
it would have afforded his father to have 
been preseut aud to have been associated 
with Mrs. Chamberlaiu in that day’s pro- 
ceedings. — Londou Daily Mail

Railroad, Taxation and Election Bill* 

Keeping Committee* Busy — Princi- 
ple of State Supervision Gets A Jolt 

—Greater Power Placed In Hands of 

8tate Tax Commissioner 

Quite a little time left before the 
legislature Intends to quit. This will 
be cheering Information for those who 
are tempted to believe that no man's 
life or i>roperty ure safe while the 
legislature is in session. 

This year, however, in lack or 
positive accomplishment the saying 
has been abundantly disproved. A 
few of the governor's recommenda- 
tions are going through, but they are 
not revolutionary. Even his rnilrond 
recommendations appear likely to bo 
greatly modified. It is suggested 
that the legislature may in its rail- 
road law court the threatened federal 
proceedings which the governor 
thinks lead to a receivership for one 
or both roads. 

July 1 1 b the tentative time set for 
prorogation. But that probably 
means a week later. All this week 
the railroad committee, consisting of 
Senator Fisher and Representative 
Washburn, have been in agony over 
the railroad bill, while almost every- 
body else has been awaiting the re- 
sult with curiosity. 

The taxation bills and the election 
bills are practically the only other 
matters that are keeping the state 
house active. When the railroad bill 
is finally decided upon the end of the 
session will bo quickly in sight. 

State Supervision Hit 

The growing principle of state su- 
pervision got a bit of a knockout 
when the bill providing for the super- 
vision of accountants was killed, and 
when the barbers’ licensing bill was 
blocked by the refusal of tfie house 
to accept the senate amendment. 

The accounting bill provided for a 
state board to grant licenses and to 
make examinations. A similar pro- 
vision was in the barbers’ bill. The 
Benate amended the latter bill so as to 
provide for a homemade haircut, but 
the house thought that these too ought 
to be supervised, and the bill will 
probably die between the branches. 

This state supervision matter is 
extremely costly for the common- 
wealth. It is what has made the state 
tax jump from *1,500,000 fifteen years 
ago to about *10.500,000 this year. 

There are precious few things that 
do come under the authority of some 
board nowadays. 

New Tax Probe 

For those who expect to inherit 
property it will he well to remember 
the little law that went on the stat- 
ute books this year relative to the 
power of the tax commissioner to in- 
vestigate for the puri>ose of discover- 
ing taxable property. 

Prior to the enactment of this law 
It was possible for one in expectation 
of death to place in an envelope bonds 
bearing coupons and leave it with the 
executor to deliver after death. Now, 
however, the tax commissioner Is 
given the power to summon nil per- 
sons and put them under oatji as to 
what they know about the value of an 
estate. No executor may do as he 
did herore and decline to tell of it. 

Tills law is a long departure in 
placing authority in the hands of the 
tax commissioner. It is the only 
step that will be taken this year. The 
law compelling persons under heavy 
penalty to declare their property for 
taxation, the law giving the commis- 
sioner the right to revalue estates and 
i the law giving him the right to assess 
the estate of a decedent three times 
its value if it is discovered that it has 
been heretofore untaxed, will not go 
through this year. 

i One little law that Is going through 
which limits the power of the tax 
commissioner is the amended one 
proposed hv Representative Southei 
of Cohasset. 

This law provides that the com- 
missioner shall not boost th^ valua- 
I tions of a city or town in making up 
his valuations for the apportionment 
of the state tax. unless he notifies 
I the assessors of his intention, gives a 
hearing and states his reasons for it. 

This hill lias Just gone to the gov- 
ernor. 

Children Taught Farming 

The encouragement of agriculture 
among children is helped along this 
year again. Last year the state 
hoard of agriculture was given |Ukjo 
Tor trie pur|>ose of buying prizes for 
children who produced agricultural 
exhibits. 

This year the amount was raised to 
12000. and the state board is quoted 
as saying that the scheme has worked 
wonderfully well. 

Massachusetts has just begun to 
w&ke up as to the possibilities of her 
i agriculture. Governor Walsh was as- 
tonished a little while after he took 
otfice at the work being done at Am- 
herst. 

! In a few years we shall have the 
abandoned farm under the operation 
of scientists and going west for ap- 
ple raising will be laughed at.

A Mystery of 
the Sea

The night wits pltch.v dark ns Captain 
MacArthur, master of the bark Pen- 
guin, stood (Hi the deck of his ship 
listening to a sound that greatly dis- 
turbed him. Ho thought bo hoard a 
bell attached to a buoy. Hut It was 
lo faint that ho was not sure that what 
lie hoard was not otto of those ringings 
within Ids ears that some persons are 
subject to or a freak of his Imagina- 
tion. 

There It was again, this time n trifle 
more distinct. 

The Penguin was coming westwnrd 
and was midway between Gibraltar 
and Now York. The Azores and Ma- 
deira had boon loft several hundred 
miles behind. True, clouds had pre- 
vented an observation for several days, 
but Captain MacArthur had so much 
sea room that he lmd not the slightest 
fear of n near shore.

He 
asked the few men who were on deck 
with him If they heard the tolling, and 
all said they did, but none of them 
could give any explanation of It. Some 
of them knew little of navigation or 
geography, but there wns none so un- 
informed that ho did not know that 
there were no sunken rocks In the mid- 
dle of the Atlantic ocean. 

Yet there Is always an uncertainty 
to break down one’s courage. Might 
there bo in that vast wilderness of wa- 
ters one rock remaining for centuries 
undiscovered? Might not ships tlint 
have sailed never to be heard from 
have been lost on this Infinitely small 
point In so vast an area? 

Nonsense! If such were the case 
there would be no bell buoy to warn 
ships away. And If there were such 
a rock protected by a buoy It would be 
on the charts. 

Something like this wns running 
through Captain MucArthur's mind. 
Probably his was more keenly alive to 
the matter than any of his crew be- 
cause on him rested the responsibility 
for the lives of all and of the ship. 
There were one or two of the more 
superstitious who gave a different ex- 
planation of whnt they heard. One 
Imputed it to evil spirits who were 
using It to drive the ship away from 
deep waters or waters clear of other 
ships on to an urea of danger. Another 
considered It a tolling for n ship that 
hnd ut some time gone down on tlmt 
very spot. Hut while every one lis- 
tened and thought not one siioke his 
Interpretations of the mystery. 

As the sound of the tolling Indicated 
approach by its Increasing distinctness, 
so huving reached a maximum, it lndl- 
I cated recession by a gradual dying, till 
' at last it was heard no more. Then 
the captain breathed a sigh of relief, 
which was imitated by the others. 

| The mystery, whatever it was, had 
pussed us mysteriously us It had come. 

But It came ugulu. The next day 
came u storm from the west, and the 
I Penguin, after beating up aguinst It, 
ut last was obliged to turn und ride 
before it. Ily evening the storm had 
; spent its force, und the ship was uguin 
] put on her course. Near midnight wus 
again heard that Irregular meluncholy 
tolling. This second visit, finding the 
| crew tired and depressed from their 
J experience with the storm, hud u keeu- 
! er effect upon them tliun the night be- 
fore. 

Moreover, superstition seizes upon 
us when we are worn out. Captain 
MacArthur looked troubled. Hisollieera 
listened to the strokes iu silence, while 
i some of the crew muttered prayers to 
heaven for protection from this un- 
known evil. Again the sounds ap- 
proached, reaching a maximum of dis- 
tinctness, then died uwuy. Hut In this 
case they were longer, and the strokes 
clunged louder, as If made by tierce 
waves. 

In the morning the outlook reported 
u ship on the sturbourd quarter.

SLEEPING IN CHURCH. 

Do It Because They Are More At- 
tentive Than Women.

Then in the failure of this request, on the sixteenth of the following 
month, if the account is still uncared for, a formal “ Shut Off” letter is sent 
to the delinquent notifying him that unless settlement is arranged within 
twenty-four hours, we will he compelled to discontinue our service.

THE IDEAL JURYMAN. 

14 la Aga and Qualificationa From an 
Engliah Point of Viaw. 

There Is a general agreement In Lon- 
don legal circles that the best Jurymen 
are to be found among men sixty years 
ot age. The opinion is that Jurymen 
at that age show better Judgment than 
younger men. 

A leading London barrister, asked for 
his opinion, said: "I prefer men nlxmt 
fifty years of age. A defending barris- 
ter in, say, n criminal case which has 
certain sentimental elements will al- 
ways welcome a young jury. lie knows 
he can touch their emotions far more 
easily than he can those of men over 
fifty. Sentiment is very rare at fifty, 
ami u man Is cold and purely logical. 
The average man who lias reached the 
age of lifty looks upon tilings from a 
materialistic point of view, and his 
Judgment Is therefore unaffected by 
sentiment. 

"Education, save ln certain civil 
cases, is no great asset to a juryman. 
The bricklayer or the mechanic has 
just as much knowledge of human na- i 
ture and a sense of justice as the pro- , 
lessor, and in many respects barristers 
and Judges prefer the unlettered jury- 
man to the man of culture, though in ■ 
tlio case of the latter lie Is less sus- 
ceptible to an emotional plea. The man I 
with sound common sense, learned not 
from books, but from everyday life. Is , 
not so easily led either by judge or 
counsel as many suppose, and If you 
add the wisdom of years you get the 
Ideal Juryman.’’— Exchange.

How “Honor" Was Satisfied by a Com- 
pulsory Duel In Hungary. 

Tlie code duello as Insisted upon 
abroad Is strikingly illustrated by the 
story of a happening at Budapest. Hun- ( 
gary. It appears that a lawyer. Bn- 
boesny by name, quarreled with his 
wife over a new hat. The wife called 
her brother. Lieutenant Ilajdu. a mili- 
tary aviator, to her aid. The husband 
Used words deemed insulting by Ilajdu. 

Tills coming to the hearing of llajdu's 
siqierlor officer, the latter ordered the 
lieutenant to light a duel with Buboe- 
sny. Neither party wished to tight 
Baboesay offered to apologize, and 
Ilajdu was willing to accept tln> apol- 
ogy and thus eml the affair. 

But the military martinet was Inex- 
orable. The duel must he fought to 
satisfy the honor of the army. Conse- 
quently these two men. closely related, 
were compelled to attempt to try to 
take each other's life. They met. Ba- 
hoesay, llring aimlessly, nevertheless 
sent a bullet through the lung of his 
adversary, and Lieutenant Ilajdu died 
of his wound.

When I arrived nt toy mint's country 
place to tunko iter a visit I found the 
family much put out about something 
which bad occurred.

It Is better to salt the cows every day. 
Two to three ounces to each cow Is 
enough 

Remove the harness aud heavy collars 
from the horses during the noon hour. 
You will note the difference In their work 
in the afternoon. 

One hundred and fifty eggs n year Is 
what an average well cared for pullet 
should produce. 

It Is not a good plan to pasture the or- 
chard with large animals. Hogs may en- 
tirely ruiu a voting orchard within a few 
days. Poultry and right young calves 
are about the only animals that can safely 
be pastured amoug fruit trees. 

Do not try to dry the calf by rubbing It 
with hay or straw. Allow the cow to 
dry It with her rough, warm tongue. 
She likes to do it, and it is nature's w ay. 

The man who comes to your dairy farm 
and w ants to buy tiie heifers from the 
best cows is not always your best friend. 
He careful before you sell them to him. 
It Is going backwards in the dairy indus- 
try to let these go. 

The farm is the ideal place for chick- 
ens, and the foundation upon which all 
successful poultry operations rest is con- 
stitutional vigor. Without a high degree 
of health it is utterly Impossible to pro 
gress iu poultry work. Such being the 
case, nowhere are conditions so conduc- 
tive to poultry success as they are on the 
farm. 

Where grouud is to be plowed for a 
summer or early fall crop, cut a narrow 
furrow but plow deep. Shallow plowing 
will not do for midsummer working. The 
ground must lie broken deeply to form a 
deep and moist seed bed. 

Since common weeds are not directly 
useful plants and cannot be grown for 
food, feed aud other useful purposes, we 
cannot tolerate them with our cultivated 
crops. A weedy cultivated crop usually 
indicates a careless or an ignoraut farmer. 

Experiments have shown that the im- 
mediate and thorough cooling of fresh 
milk or cream greatly retards souring and 
the developemcut of objectional flavors 
which are in a large measure responsible 
for the poor quality of butter made iu 
creameries throughout the country. 

No greater mistake can be made than 
to assume that the season will determine 
the yield of crops regardless of the culti- 
vation given. Sucli assumption is false. 
The season will be a great factor iu deter- 
mining the yield, but cultivation will also 
be a factor. Cultivation may tie the 
means of overcoming some of the faults 
of a poor season or it may be the means 
of helping a favorable season. 

It is a notable fact that a majority of 
our farming Is done too hurriedly ami 
carelessly. Most plowmen set t heir aim 
for a wide furrow, to cover a large area 
each day. They consider horizontal dis- 
tance covered in a given time of more im- 
portance than vertical distance. Extra 
time spent in plowing deep and well, will 
give better results in crop growth than 
extra time spent iu cultivation. 

When first turning a horse on pasture 
after they have been ou dry feed for some 
time, they should never be turned ort 
early iu the morning when the dew is ou 
the grass, aud should not for several 
days be allowed to stay iu the pasture 
uulll they have had all they waut. There 
is always dauger of colic under such cir- 
cumstances. 

Iu some cases weeds will come In the 
lawn in spite of the best efforts to keep 
them out. One way to kill them or re- 
duce their numbers is to mow the luwu 
frequently iu spriug ami early summer. 
This will kill or reduce the auuual weeds, 
which have but one season of growth. 
1’ereunial weeds, however, which live ou 
lu the grouud from year to year, canuot 
be killed by being cut off at the top, as 
their roots aud crow u buds will live ou. 
This kiud must be killed by beiug dug out 
by the roots, or all the crow n buds cut off 
low down 

For the beginner to start out on a large 
scale, on ideas foreigu to those who are 
' successful iu poultry, dooms him to fail- 
\ ure from the start. Follow the beateu 
path of success— there are many such iu 
i every stale iu the L'uiou— start modestly, 
aud, as experience comes, gradually in- 
crease the flock Two hundred fouls well

SUBMARINE CRAFT 

They Surpass All Warships In 
Concentrated Deadly Power. 

A DIVE UNDER THE SURFACE. 


The Terrifying Seneation and the 

Agony of Roaring Noise* That Be- 
wilder the Novice ae the Vessel Qoee 

Down Into the Depth* of the 8e*. 

In witters where the United States 
maintains a naval station you umy 
bnppen to see a tall staff cutting 
through the water ns though Itortto by 
some unseen hand beneath the sur- 
face. On the top of tile staff Is a 
slight bent hoo<r pointed in the direc- 
tion of motion. This Is the eye of a 
submarine. 

From the lens In the front of the 
hood n picture of the whole seascape 
Is carried down by a succession of 
mirrors in the hollow start until it Is 
thrown on a prismatic lens at the bot- 
tom. Here the navigator of the sub- 
marine watches a moving picture of 
what Is going on above the surface of 
the water mid guides his boat accord- 
ingly. 

We said boat advisedly, becauso It is 
really a vessel for the transportation 
}f human beings nt sen. It Is, more- 
over, moro than a floating craft, swim- 
ming on the surface like a swan. It 
Is also n diver, darting down Into the 
depths like a fish. 

Let yourself be Bhut up In It and 
dive with It and It soetns more like a 
tightly corkixl bottle. Your first sen- 
sation ns the boat starts downward Is 
that you have foolishly allowed your- 
self to he shut up In a death trap 
from which there ts no escaiie. Your 
henrt sinks faster than the boat. 

And then something happens to make 
you forget everything but that tills 
craft Is a hellish contrivance for de- 
stroying your hearing. As tho subma- 
rine dips under the surface and all 
outlet for sound Is cut off by the seal- 
ing wnters the rush of the sea around 
the steel walls becomes the rattle of 
spring hall on u tin roof. You remem- 
ber tliut old nud painful swimming 
hole experiment when you held your 
head under water and let a playmate 
strike two stones together. Rut here 
the assault on your eardrums is as 
though a million stones were striking 
together. A (>ebblo falling through the 
waters on the steel bull sets tho Inside 
clanging like a Chinese temple full of 
Jangling gongs. You must shout to 
be heard. 

Through the roar from the vibrations 
of the steel shell eoine the insistent 
crackling hum of electric motors, the 
rattling fire of gasoline engines, the 
whir of machinery and the barking 
cough of exhausts. Your cruft seems 
to be nothing but an elliptical mass ot 
concentrated noise sinking through the 
sea. You fear that It will blow up 
trorn Its owu vlbratlous. 

When you have in u measure con- 
trolled your pretesting ears you look 
around and see u wonderful array of 
engines, muclflnery, deadly torpedoes 
lushed together In pairs and the steel 
tubes ‘from which they are projected 
with compressed air all stowed away 
in the least possible space. 

The double wulls surrounding you 
are themselves huge Imllast tanks, 
which can be tilled with wuter through 
valves opening Into the sea outside or 
can be emptied by the force of com- 
pressed ulr from within. As these 
tanks are tilled the hull of the sub- 
marine sinks until only the periscope, 
the elevated eye of the vessel, shows 
above the water. When the water Is 
forced out of them tho boat becomes 
light and rises to the surface until Its 
conning tower, superstructure and the 
upper part of the hull are exposed. 
Then the cruft Is navigated like uny 
other l»ont. 

When the ve. sel Is submerged the 
navigator at the lower end of the 
periscope lias a far more Intricate task 
than the steering of an ordinary boat 
The periscope, of course, brings him 
a limited view of the sea nliout Then 
he must steer in two planes Instead 
of one. Ilis craft turns not ofily to 
the right or left, but also up or down. 

To enable the vessel to stay under 
the water a longer time than usuul 
the submarine carries a reserve supply 
of air. This emergency supply is com- 
I pressed lu u steel flask under the enor- 
mous pressure of 2.000 pounds to the 
squure inch. Should the flask burst 
the explosion would wreck the boat 
t'erbnps a I letter Idea of the tremen- 
dous concentration implied by tills 
pressure may be gained from the 
statement that if this storage cylinder 
were punctured with u hole no big- 
j ger than a needle uud if the tiny J jit 
, of escaping air were to strike a man 
1 It wiuld pierce him through aud 
through like u bullet and even drive a 
hole through an inch thick board be- 
hind him. 

For ordinary purposes the ulr sup- 
ply used under wuter Is carried in or- 
dinary cylinders ut much smaller pres- 
sures. Unusual precautions have to 
be taken to prevent the contamination 
of the ulr supply by gases from the 
storage batteries and from the gnaollm* 
motors 

Concentration epitomizes the subma- 
rine. Its energies uud utilities are 
packed In like the parts of u puzzle, 
uud in the concentration of deadly 
power It surpasses any other weu[K>n 
ut man — San Francisco Chronicle.

MOISTURE AND HEAT. 

Why a Person May Fael Cold In a 
Room That la Wall Heated. 

It often happens In winter that n per- 
son living In n steam heated apartment 
feels cold even when the thermometer 
shows the necessary degree of warmth 
In the room. Of course there Is a rea- 
son for this and also a very simple 
remedy. The reason Is that the air In 
the room is too dry— It does not contain 
enough moisture— and the remedy is. 
of course, to keep some water In the 
room nil the time, so that It can evap- 
orate Into the nlr. 

Our bodies, you see, are at all times 
exuding moisture in the form of per- 
spiration. Now, this perspiration, even 
In winter, amounts to a great deal 
more than one would think, being 
measured in the pints. To evaporate 
water heat has to be used up, and. as 
tlie Ixxly Is warmer than the air. the 
heat to evaporate this perspiration Is 
taken from the body. Of course then 
the body feels cold. 

Here Is still another illustration of 
tills fact; It lias lieen sbou;n l»y actual 
experiment that a man can stay In an 
oven heated to the boiling temperature 
of water and not get uncomfortably 
hot— that is. painfully hot. The heat 
makes him perspire, and tlie heat taken 
up by evaporation from tlie body keeps 
the body from getting hot. Hut sup- 
pose that tl^e oven already contained in 
its atmosphere all tlie water vapor that 
It could hold. Then, as none could 
evaporate from tlie body, the drops on 
the body would soon get near tlie boil- 
ing point. So in the room referred to 
above, if it contains a good lilt of 
moisture the evaporation from the body 
will not be so fast, and consequHiitly 
the body will not feel cold.— New York 
American. 

Momentum and Velocity. 

In answer to the question "Is It not 
velocity that produces gravitation? If 
we throw a stone against a window of 
sutHcient resistance with too little ve- 
locity It will not bneak, but if we 
throw It with sufficient velocity the 
window will break," the New York 
American says: 

“We do not know the cause of gravi- 
tation nor of anything, but the Increas- 
ed speed of a stone thrown is not the 
cause of gravitation; It is the cause of 
momentum, which is a product of mass 
multiplied by velocity. Momentum 
would be the same If the stone were 
thrown close to the earth, 'where the 
full attraction of Its gravitation would 
be felt, or out In space trillions of 
miles, where the earth's gravitation 
would lie almost infinitesimal— that is, 
the glass would break by increasing 
the speed of the stone us here on 
earth." 

A Clear Wind Shield. 

A doctor living in n rainy climate 
whose calls took him out often in wet 
weather undertook the problem of 
maintaining clear vision through the 
wind shield of his automobile regurd- 
less of rain, and he succeeded In mak- 
ing a prescription that would do the 
work. The prescription calls for one 
ounce of water, two ounces of glycerin 
and one dram of salt. Tills Is poured 
on u piece of gnuze and then wiped 
over tlie glass, care being taken to 
have all the strokes downward. The 
effect of the treatment ls*to prevent 
raindrops from clinging to tlie glass. - 
Saturday Evening Dost.
